JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 28.-—Florida is 
experiencing the coldest weather ithas seen 
since 1886, when the mercury registered 16’, 
The thermometer seems likely to show that to- 
night. This will prove disastrous to the 
orange groves. Florida’s crop this year was 
estimated at 5,000,000 boxes, and perhaps 
half of this quantity has been shipped. 
The other half is still on the trees and it is 
feared will be caught by the cold snap. A 
temperature of 26° for three hours will pene- 
trate an orange skin and freeze the sap or 
juice and destroy the fruit. The temperature 
in the northern part of the State, at least, has 
been much lower than this all night and no 
doubt a vast amount of damage has 
been done. Besides this the young 
groves of one or two years 
ago are in great danger, as the 
sap is high at this time of year, and this snap 
is almost certain to freeze them stiff and kill 
them down tothe ground. The extraordinary 
spectacle of falling snow was witnessed in 
Quincy in the northern part of the State near 
Tallahassee this morning, so that reports of 
great damage to the orange crop, to young 
groves, and to young pine apples and veget- 
ables are expected to pour in tomorrow.

EX-LIBUT. JAMES E. DODGE DROWNED 


Foster Cousin of “Gall Hamiiten” Loses 
Mis Life in Puget Sound<—His Record. 

. Pornr Townsenp, Wash.. Dec. 28.—News 
has been received that ex-Lieut. James E. 
Dodge, a dashing young infantry officer who 
was stationed at Fort Vancouver and Town- 
send in 1800 and 1892, was accidentally 
drowned while yachting. He was the adopted 
son of a prominent wealthy familly residing 
at Hastings, Neb., and the foster cousin of 
“Gail Hamilton” (Abigail Dodge), the 
Washington newspaper correspondent, In 
early youth he was.a wild led and caused his 
family much sorrow and the expenditure of 
considerable money. Some years ago he en- 
listed in the army as a private,.and through 
the influence of Miss Hamilton was quickiy 
promoted to a lieutenancy. He was a great 
favorite among the women. After he came 
to Fort Townsend thig sort of popularity 
came near costing him his life. A wronged 
husband detected him and covered him with 
a revolver. Dodge took the matter coolly and 
convinced the husband, who was a prominent 
liquor merchant, his suspicions were un- 
founded. Subsequently was trans- 
ferred to Fort Leavenworth, whither he went 
to-Port Townsend. Shortly afterward he sud- 
denly deserted, taking his wife, and a few 
days later was arrested at Hannibal, Mo., in 
the act of rob a jewelry store. Through 
the influence of Hamilton he twice se- 
cured a new trial and was finally acquitted.

KETOHUM WILL BR TAKEN BAOK 


Charges Against Him in Kansas City and 
His Denial. 

Charles A. Ketchum, alias Hardin, who was 
arrested in this city a few days ago for beat- 
ing a colored woman and who was arrested 
again Thursday night on acharge of burglary 
committed in Kansas City, will be taken back 


to that city within a day or two. Marshal . 


Stewart is herenow to take charge of the 
prisoner. One who knows Ketchum’s career 
well says he and his wife were recently living 
in Moreland, ii, —Two weeks ago his wife 
left him and sought refuge with her mother. 
Both of them left hutriedly for Kansas City, 
fearing Ketchum would look for them’ in Chi- 
cago. Mrs, Ketchum's mother retdrned here 
te pack her household effects for removal to 
Kansas City.. Ketehum did’ come here and 
went to the mother’s house while she was 
away and it was then he made the alleged at- 
tack on the colored servant. When the mother 
returned she fell into Ketehum’s hands and, it 
is said, he literally choked out of her the in- 
formation of his wife’s whereabouts in Kansas 
He then went to that place but kept 
out of sight all day on account of a charge of 
grain stealing and a charge of embezzling 

from a coal aisles hanging over his 


d.. 

That night he met James McManus, a rail- 
road man, whom he had seen lounging about 
the jail when Ketchum was a prisoner and 
thought was an officer. The twc had several 
drinks together and walked a short distance 
on the street: when Ketchum assaulted Mc. 
Manus witha revolver and brass knuckles, 
injuring him so that his recovery is doubtful. 
At 2 o’clock in the morning Ketchum went to 
the home of Mr. Van Vieck, with whum he 
supposed his wife was stopping. She had 
been there, but left the day before. Ketchum 
broke down the door and when Van Vieck 
appeared said he wanted hie wife, He thrust 
his revolver into Van Vieck’s face and 
threatened to shoot him, saying he had ai- 
ready killed one man that night. Ketchum 
was finally en his wife had escaped 
and went away. He ene returned 
directly to Chicago, where he was arrested. 

* This warrant is only a ruse to hold me 
while I am here in Chicago,” he said yester- 
day. “‘ Itis, in fact, persecution on the part 
of the Wells-Pargo he company.

SOARLET-FPEVER SCARE IN EVANSTON 


Thirty to Forty Cases Said to ExisteHeaith 
Department Criticism. 

Many persons in Evanston are becoming 
alarmed over the large number of cases of 
scariet-fever there. Between thirty and forty 
cases are gaid to exiet in different parts of the 
town, but exact figures cannot be readily ob- 
tained on account of the inaccuracy of the 
records kept by the officers of the 
Heaith Department. The disease has existed 
in the suburb for over a month, but it has 
been known. for only a few days that there 
are sO Many cases, and what causes especial 
alarm is the fact that the city is not thought 
to be doing all that it should to prevent its 
spread. 

Prominent physicians say the work of the 
Health Department is not carried on in a 
thorough. manner and those in charge 
of that department do not en- 
force the regulations of the State 
with regard to contagious diseases, “ The 
business of the Health Department,” said Dr. 
O. H. Mann, the Mayor of Evanston, yester- 
day, “is conducted in a loose, hap-hazard sort 
ofa way andis probably open to criticism. 
The only thing that can be said in its defeuse 
is that opinions of physicians disagree as to 
whether the law ehould be rigidly enforced, 
and every case of a contagious direase isol at. 
ed, or whether itis not better to prevent 
alarm among the neighbors of families where 
such diseases occur by not adopting such 
stringent measures. I think the danger from 
the scarlet-fever now prevalent in Evanston 
has been greatiy exaggeratea.”’ 

Dr. H. B. Hemenway said the prevalence of 
the disease 1s‘the result of lax methods on the 
part of the authorities. Hesaid if Evanston 
was notsuch a healthy place an epidemic 
might result from such carelessness. He iaid 
the blame notso much on the Health Com- 
missioner as on the Council for not paying 
the Commissioner a salary so that he can af- 
ford to devote more of his time to the duties 
of that office. Dr. E. Clapp is Commis- 
sioner of Health and receives a salary. of but 
$500 a year, while the City- Attorney receives 
$2,500. Very few deaths have as yet resulted 
from the disease,

AMERICAN FORESTRY ASSOCIATION. 


Interesting Proceedings at the Thirteenth 
Annual Sesston. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Dec. 28.—The thir- 
teenth annual session of the American For- 
estry Association began here today at the De- 
partment of Agriculture. There was only a 
small attendance at the opening session and 
after a brief meeting the convention took a 
recess and about a dozen of the members of 
the association called at the White House and 
were introduced to the President by Secretary 
Morton. The report of Prof. Fernow, Chair- 
man of the Executive committee of the associa- 
tion, was read. It said there had been a note- 
worthy increase of interest in forestry mat- 
ters during the last year, and instanced spe- 
cially - meetings in Alhany, Brooklyn, and the 
White Mountains, at which Steps were taken 
looking to preservation of Eastern forests.

THE LEGISLATURE WILL HAV& TO ACT. 

The Council has decided practically that 
there shall be no investigation by it of the 
charge that there was gross misconduct on the 
part of members of the police force on elec. 
thon day and prior thereto, and of the further 
charge that the relations between some mem- 
bers of the force and the disreputable and 
criminal classes have been altogether too 


intimate. 


The Council has appropriated $3,000 for 


the expenses of the investigation, provided it 


is conducted by the full Committee on Police, 
It is generally admitted that the committee as 
a whole will not take a lively interest in the 
matter and will do nothing. Many of ite 
members havea number of friends on the 
force—persons whose appointments they se- 
cured—and they do not want them to come 
to any harm. Some of them need investi- 
gating more than those it is proposed they 
shall investigate. 

It must be admitted also that until the 
Legislature has empowered Councils, acting 
through committees, to summon witnesses 
and punish them if they are contumacious no 
committee of investigation can accomplish 
much. Volanteer witnesses may appear be- 
fore it, but if they lie they cannot be punished 
for perjury. There is aiways the danger, 
therefore, of a man going before such a com- 
mittee to gratify private malice by making 
false charges. 

But what the Council is not going to do the 
Legislature doubtiess will do on a broader 
seale. The Committee on Political Action of 
the Civig Federation has recommended adop- 
tion of the following resolution :

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INCREASE THE TAX ON BEER

consiste in deficiency. revenue. ‘The 
Federal receipta for the 

of this month were neariy six million dollars 
less than tht expenditures for the same time, 
and the deficiency since the beginning of the 
present fiscal year, not quite six months ago, 
is 28 million doilars. That is only half a 
million less than the total withdrawals, of 
gold from the Subtreasury at New York since 
the latest bond issue, jess than one-third of 
which was for export. The demand for goid 
at home is far greater than that for shipment 


te Europe, aud a considerable proportion of 


the gold taken from the Treasury is to meet 
current expenditures by the government, the 
reat being absorbed by banks in New York 
City which desire to strengthen own 
gold reserves in view of the decrease in the 
stock which is held for the people at large. 
Notwithstanding the fact that times have 1m- 
proved since the result of the election of “last 
month was known, business statistics indi- 
cating a material increase in activity, 
operation of the new tariff law is nat adequate 
for the supply of current needs. In this re- 
spect it isu bad failure, equally significaat 
though less disastrous than the effects of the 
law on the financial and business conditions 
of the country and its inhabitants. 
-Nor is there any reason to expect a speedy 
improvement under the lawads it stands to- 
day. Sofarasanybody can ascertain there 
ig not going to bea remarkabie increase in 
revenue for weeks, and perhaps months, to 
come, uniess it be provided for by new legis- 
lation, Congress did not do ite duty in this 
important matter last simmer and ought to 
make amends for the neglect as soon as pos- 
sibie this winter by making some additional 
provision for revenue. (Otherwise the admin- 
istration will be reduced to the necessity of 
issuing a third set of. bonds and perhips a 
fourth before the returns from the Populist

The most obvious step towards relief is the 


imposition of an additional tax of $1 or $1.50. 


per barrel on beer. This at $1 would supply 
more than half the deficiency if that be esti- 
muted at the same as for the last six months, 
while $1.50 would yieid fuily three-quarters 
of the amount required to meet current ex- 
penditares. The difference bet ween the latter 
and the total requirement might be bridged 
over with comparative ease if there were no 
increase from sources now open and pro- 
vided. : Tan Turevuns previousiy has called 
attention to the fact that beer is not taxed 
neatly so much as whisky in proportion to 
the amount of “drunk ”’ contained in it, that 
the increased tax would not involve any in- 
crease in price to the average consumer at,re- 
tail, that the brewers and the saloonkeepers 
ought to be abundantly able to pay the in- 
creased tax out of their present profits, and 
that beer is now so much an article of gen- 
eral consumption in the United States that 
the German element could not take umbrage 
at an increase of the tax on the alleged ground 
that it wasa discrimination against them as 
beer drinkers. 

So there is absolutely no strong reason for 
refusing to impose the additional! tax on beer, 
while it would be one of the easiest to agree 
on and the most prompt to be collected, 
since the production of the article keeps 
steady pace with the consumption, the volume 
of visible stocks remaining very nearly the 
same all the year round. Even if the brewers 
wanted to pile up stocks in anticipation of an 
increase in the tax they could not do much of 
that under ordimary circumstances, and 
would have no opportunity if the tax were 
agreed to by Congress in short order, as it 
ought to be. It could be put through ina 
few days after the reassembling of Congress 
and at once furnish a large part of the 
needed relief to the present drain of gold out 
of the reserve in the National Treasury. 


A NEW SMALLPOX HOSPITAL. 

The Health Commissioner made an appeal 
to the Council at its last meeting to pass an 
ordinance making an appropriation for the 
erechon of anew smallpox hospital. A site 
was purchased some time ago, but nothing 
has been done toward utilizing it. The pres- 
ent hospital is too small and is utterly unsuit- 
able. It isa disgraee that a city of the popu- 
lation and wealth of Chigago should have been 
content so long with such an apology for a 
pest-house. I¢ is an outrage tosend a patient 
there. 

Every few days some new case of smallpox 
turns up. It is possible that that disease may 
prevail almost as extensively as it did last 
year. So there ie no excuse for a failure to 
act on the part of the Council, It ie true that 
an extravagant administration hes left, the 
city poorly off for money, and it is the duty 
of the Council to economize wherever it can. 
But it would be inhumanity and not economy 
to refuse to build a decent hospitai. 

It is partly the fautt of the Health Commis- 
sioner that the Couneil. has not acted. He 
began by asking the Aldermen to: erect an 
expensive structure costing twice as much as 
was necessary. That is what officials are too 
often in the habit of. doing when they have 
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as superlative quality in that which he buys 
as the domestic and foreign purchasers insist 
upon in that which he sells? - If those buyers 
demand prime beef, prime pork, and prime 
wheat why should not the. farmer demand 
prime currency, the best measure of value, 
the most fair and facile medium of exchanges, 
in the most unfluctuating money which the 
world of commerce has ever evolved? \ 

It would be very difficult for the silver 
monometallists to give a satisfactory answer 
to these questions if they were to ‘try to an- 
swer them. But they will not make the at- 
tempt. They cannot adduce any rea! reason 
why the farmer shonld exchange good, full- 
worth produce or the toiler in the city give 
good work in exchange for poor money 
worth less than half the theoretical value 
claimed for it by a few silver extremists who 
persist in refusing toacknowledge a radical 
decline in the value of silver. as. one of the 
many great changes that have come along 
with the advanee of civilization in the’ last 
quarter of a century, Sixteen ounces of silver 

‘are not now worth one ounce of gold, in spite 
of the asseverations of the free silverites, and 
would not become so-if those fellows were to 
succeed in forcing through Congress their pet 
scheme for “ free coinage at 16 tol.” The 
regult of it would be that the farmer and the 
wage toiler would be paid in less than hall- 
worth money for full- worth produce and full- 
worth labor, which would be an almost in- 
tinite damage to both. 

The reports by Secretaries Morton and Car- 
liale show up the present administration in 
the light of *‘a house divided against itself,” 
which, we ere assured in scripture, ‘ cannot 
stand.” Morten advocates good, full-worth 
money. Carlisle offers to thy people and 
Congress a scheme for the issue of an untold 
number of pieces of paper, each a promise to 
pay money, but not. adequately secured even 
for fuil redemption in less than half.worth 
silver. Morton wants the farmers to be paid 
in the best of money. Carlisle would have 
them paid in the very worst going, for it is 
undeniable that the State bank issues which 
both his schemes would provide for would be 
less safe than those of the national banks. 
But the State bank “ money ”’ is precisely that 
which would be paid to the farmer for his 
produce, Whatever wildcat, red-dog, or 
biue-pup trash got into circulation would be 
in the rural districte by preference of those 
issumg ft, and the very worst of it would be 
unloaded on the farmer in exchange for his 
produce. He would get even poorer “‘ money” 
than that referred te by Secretary Morton. 
He would not get even silver money, buta 
lot of miserable paper trash of the most dis- 
mal kind conceivable. It is, however, impor- 
tant to remember that the yawning gulf of 
difference between the two Secretaries has 
been jumped over.by Carlisle. He hag repu- 
diated, while Mort6én adheres fast to the dec- 
laration in the National Democratic platform 
of 1892, that the farmers and the iaBoring 
classes would be the first and most defense- 
less victims of unstable money and a fluctuat 


ing currency. 


INVESTIGATE NEARER HOME FIEST. 

The Corporation Counsel has drafted and 
presented to the Council an order requesting 
the Mayor and directing the Corporation 
Counsel and Superintendent of Police to find 
out whether a “ criminal conspiracy ’’ exists 
among the bakers of this city to charge too 
much for bread and to prévent free competi- 
tion in its sale. If there is euch conspiracy 
they must get the legal evidence of its exist- 
ence ‘and employ such agencies and means 
as may be appropriate and lawful to detect 
and punish the conspirators to the utmost 
limit of the law arid to utterly suppress such 
conspiracy.” It is provided also that the 
nevessary expenses of carrying out this order 
shall be paid out of any moneys in the Treas. 
ury not otherwise appropriated. No limit is 
imposed on the expenditure, 

If the Council wants to spénd money on in- 
vestigations it can do soto much better ad- 
vantage nearer home. It has been alleged 
often that there are criminal conspiracies 
among Aldermen for the sale of franchises 
and for blackmail. It has been charged that 
there are criminal conspiracies, the partici- 
pants in which are members of the police 
force on one side and criminals on the other. 
But these conspiracies the Council does not 
seem tocare about investigating. Therefore 
it might as well leave the bakers alone. 

If Chicago houscholders believe that they 
are being criminally conspired against by 
bakers and paying too high a price for 
bread in view of the cheapness of flour they 
ean extricate themselves from the clutches of 
that particular trust whenever they please by 
the simple expedient of buying «a barrel or a 
bag of flour and making bread at home. 
Then they pocket the bakers’ profit, be the

OUR [MPORTS OF SUGAR. 

A statement prepared by Mr. Ford, the 
chief of the Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 
ton, shows the importations of sugar into the 
United States from various countries in the 
last fifteen years.

This table shows that Germany contributes 
about 9 per cent, the Spanish West Indies. a 
little more thaa 51 per cent, and the Hawaiian 
Islands a trifle less than 8 per cent of tne 
total importations of sugar into this country. 
Adding in the domestic production at the rate 
of somewhat more than 400 million pounds 
we shall haveia round numbers a total con- 
eumption of 4,700. million pounds -for: the 
last fiscal year, of which the Spanish West 
Indies contribute 47 per cent, Germany 
74¢ per cent, and the Sandwich Islands 7 per 
cent. Our consumption averages about sixty- 
nine pounds per capita according to these 
figures, which agrees with previous estimates 
made by govern ment officials. 

The German supply is not actually small, 
butis relatively so as to permit us to get 
along without. it tf need be. A curtailment 
of little more than one pound: in fourteen 
would correspond to the repressive effect of a 
moderate advance in prices, and the cutting 
off of imports from Germany would be in 
part compensated by incredsed@ activity in the 
movement from some other countries, But 
the case would be different with Cuban sugar. 
If that were eliminated from our supply it 
would amount. to a sugar famine with the 
poorer classes of consumers. To the average 
citizen it would mean making one pound do 
where two have been used, and to the poorer 
ones no sugar at all.. But this is not to be 


the provision of the law that those testing 
not above 40° with the polariscorpe and con- 
taining 20 per cent or less of moisture shall 
enter free. If this were forbidden, or found 
impracticable, there need be no doubt that 
large quantities of Cuban sugar would be
